THREE KILLED AT NAVAL | 


FACTORY. 


‘WOMEN INJURED 


7 London, Sept, 11. 

Three workmen were killed ina 
oordite explosion, followed by a firs, 
at the Royal Naval Cordite Factory 
at Holton Heath, near Wareham, 
Dorset, yesterday. : 
. Shortly after 8 a.m, workers in 
other parts of the factory heard a 
teyrific report and saw huge tongues 
of flame shoot 100 ft. in the ~ air, 
accompanied . by ‘dense smoke. 


The scene of the explosion was 

| in the danger zone, which gave rise 
to the fear that an even greater 
disaster might follow, . : 
The factory fire brigade, how: 
ever, soon mastered the flames. 
Near the aéetone recovery stove, 
the men had been. working alone, 
they found the bodies, which ap- 
parently were blown. some distance, 
The men had been killed outright. 
The explosion, it was found, had 
oecurred in the stove. 1 

Several girls working near by 
were scorched by the flames, and 
were treated by nurses at the 
faetory.

Walter Barnes, plumber'’s mate, 
married, Fleet View, Fernside-

The building in which .the ex- 
plosion occurred was about, 100° ft, 
long by 30 ft. wide, constructed, of, 
timher and brick.’ Jt was demolish- 
ed, Cragments' being hurled a: 
great distance, It is very remark- 
ume that more people were not kill- 
ed. 


Felt a Mile Away. 


~ An employee at the factory told 
a Press representative that al- 
though he was about a mile from 
the building when the explosion | 
occurred he heard “a rumbling 
roar” and felt the ground" vibrate. 
‘eWomen in neighbouring houses 
were unnerved and hurriedly 
brought their children in from the 
streets, 

“By the time .1 arrived on the 
scene, he went on, “the three dead 
men hud been removed, We have 
a very finely organised body of men 
‘here, who are trained in fire fight- 
iny and such emerjrencies, and they 
were busily engaged in putting out 
the fire which had broken out in 
the stove. + 

“Coward was a plumber and. at 
the time of the explosion Barnes 
was acting as his mate.”

No information.could be oblain- 
ed last night regarding the cause 
of the accident. ‘Acetone is very 
larvrely used in the manufacture of 
.cordite. . ‘ 

Jjolton Heath factory, built dur- 
ing the war, covers a larye area 
the upper reaches of 
*Poole. Harbour, It is about seven 
miles from Poole and four miles 
from, Wareham. The buildings in 
which explosives are handled are 
constructed in such a way as ‘to 
prevent an accident in one spread- 
ing to another. They ure some 
distance apart, and-are protected 
by. mounds of earth on every side. 
. The accident is the worst: which. 
hag happened at ‘Holton Heath since 
the establishment of the factory 
during the war in 1915. One man 
was killed.in an explosion in, the 
following year. There are 1,200 
hands employed at the works, in- 
cluding a number of women..
